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New head takes the 
lead at Ely College 


MAKING sure Ely College gives 
its students the “chances to 
reach their full potential” is the 
main aim of the academy’s new 
principal.

“We are already taking steps 
to improve educational stand¬ 
ards but we also recognise our 
journey isn’t going to be easy 
and it will take time. 

“But I am very much focused 
on making sure the college of¬ 
fers all our students a high qual¬ 
ity education and the chances 
to reach their full potential so 
they are prepared for whatever 
their next steps in life will be.” 

Richard, who has been a qual¬ 
ified teacher for 15 years, six of 
which have been spent as a sen¬ 
ior leader, joined CMAT as vice 
principal in January last year. 

The father-of-two was previ¬ 
ously vice principal at Imping- 
ton Village College and has 
worked for the past 15 years in 
schools across Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Hertfordshire teaching 
English and drama. 


Ms Forde came to Ely College 
last April from Langdon Acad¬ 
emy in East London, where she 
was senior vice principal. 

She was appointed after the 
former principal, Catherine 
Jenkinson-Dix, both her depu¬ 
ties, as well as the governors, re¬ 
signed on the last day of term in 
March 2015 after the school was 
placed into special measures by 
Ofsted. 

Shirley Jamieson, chair of 
CMAT, said: “We believe Rich¬ 
ard’s appointment is another 
really positive step forward for 
Ely College. 

“He has extensive experience 
in school improvement and is 
a serving Ofsted inspector so 
he understands the work that 
needs to go into raising stand¬ 
ards to good and outstanding. 

“The students and commu¬ 
nity have been overwhelmingly 
positive about the changes tak¬ 
ing place. 

“CMAT already has a very 
strong reputation for improving 
schools and we are confident 
that together we can ensure all 
our students receive the high 
quality education they deserve.”

Racism will 
result in bans, 
school warns 


A HEADTEACHER in Ely has 
been forced to warn parents 
they face being banned from 
the school if they continue to 
make racist comments in the 
playground. 

The warning was given in a 
letter handed to pupils at St 
Mary’s Junior School, in High 
Barns, after concerns were 
raised over parents express¬ 
ing racial intolerance. 

The letter also claims pu¬ 
pils at the school, which has 
a large Eastern European in¬ 
take, have been repeating ra¬ 
cially intolerant statements 
in class. 

The warning from head¬ 
teacher Rebecca Ireland- 
Curtis follows a wave of rac¬ 
ist incidents across the UK 
which critics blame on the 
recent vote to leave the EU. 

The letter, distributed 
last Thursday, reads: “It has 
come to our attention that 
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several alleged racial inci¬ 
dents have occurred on the 
school grounds, whereby it 
has been alleged that sev¬ 
eral parents have been ex¬ 
pressing racial intolerance to 
members of our school com¬ 
munity. 

“We have also been made 
aware that several of our 
children are now repeat¬ 
ing racially intolerant state¬ 
ments within school. 

“This is a very serious 
matter. Under our code of 
practice, this is completely 
unacceptable for both par¬ 
ents and children to behave 
in such a manner and we 
take this issue extremely se¬ 
riously.” 

The school of 480 pupils, 
aged between 7 and 11, 
which was rated as requiring 


improvement by Ofsted in 
2013, also threatened to ban 
anyone involved in a racial 
incident from the grounds. 

The letter stated: “Any par¬ 
ent or carer found to be in¬ 
volved in any racist incident 
will be reported to the local 
governing body and DEMAT, 
who have the power to ban 
individuals from the school 
site. Furthermore, a full in¬ 
vestigation will be under¬ 
taken within school to un¬ 
derstand fully what has been 
happening.” 

The school said it now 
plans to hold a series of as¬ 
semblies and lessons to 
“promote an ethos of inclu¬ 
sion and tolerance”.

Adamec is accused of 
crashing his grey Ford Focus 
into Shaun Whiter and Joey 
Abbs’ stationary vehicles on 
Dullingham Road, just out¬ 
side Newmarket, on July 1. 

The court heard that 
friends, Shaun and Joey, had 
stopped to change a tyre on 
the rural single carriageway 
when the collision happened 
just before 11pm.

Club and Soham Town Rang¬ 
ers respectively, suffered leg 
injuries and were taken to 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Shaun, 27, who had been 
wearing a high-visibility 
jacket, had to have both his 
legs amputated at the knee 
after the incident and Joey 
suffered injuries to his left 
leg. 

Adamec, a Czech national, 
has been living in the UK for 
20 years and in Haverhill for 
the last decade, close to his 
estranged wife and two chil¬ 
dren. 

Shaun’s fiancee, Charlotte 
Way, set up a fundraising 
campaign last Tuesday with 


the aim of raising £120,000 
to help him walk down the 
aisle at their wedding next 
summer. 

In just a week it has raised 
more than £50,000 - vital 
funds which will help Shaun 
purchase modifications for 
his home as well as equip¬ 
ment and after care. 

The determined athlete 
has also announced his in¬ 
tention to compete in the 
2020 Paralympics. 

Shaun’s football team 
Newmarket Town FC, and 
Joey’s former club, Ipswich 
Town FC, have said they will 
play a charity match in aid of 
the two men on Sunday, July 
31 at Newmarket’s ground 
on Cricket Field Road. 

Newmarket chairman 
John Olive said: “We’ve had 
flowers left here, people have 
left donations, it’s been quite 
tremendous. The amount of 
people that have come from 
all over East Anglia to wish 
them well and to try to do 
something for them is abso¬ 
lutely wonderful.”

Residents’ post 
office concerns 


RESIDENTS are urging Post 
Office bosses to “do every¬ 
thing in their power” to keep 
Ely’s branch open - and at 
the same location. 

Last week, Ely News re¬ 
ported that Post Office Ltd 
has had to appoint a tempo¬ 
rary postmaster to run the 
branch, located in the Cost- 
cutter store in Market Street, 
“due to a private contractual 
matter involving the previ¬ 
ous postmaster”. 

The opening hours have 
been reduced and the 
branch is now open Mon¬ 
day to Saturday from 9am- 
5.30pm until a new post¬ 
master is found. 

Post Office Ltd insists it is 
“committed to maintaining 
a post office service in Ely” - 
but some local residents are 
concerned. 

Jenny Witherspoon, of 
Ely’s Kings Avenue, said: 
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“I’m worried we’re going to 
end up in a similar situation 
to what we were in a couple 
of years ago. 

“The new branch is great 
and is in an ideal location. 
I want to know that Post Of¬ 
fice are going to do every¬ 
thing in their power to find a 
new postmaster and for the 
branch to stay where it is.” 

Nick Harpham, from 
Chettisham, is also con¬ 
cerned. He said: “Ely’s new 
post office hasn’t been open 
long at all and already we’re 
hearing there are issues. 

“I use the branch most 
weeks and finally I’d say 
we now have the facilities a 
growing city like Ely needs. 
I don’t want to see it close.” 

The new branch only 


opened in December 2014. 
Before that, it had been 
operating from a portable 
building in Newnham Street 
car park for more than 12 
months. 

A spokeswoman for Post 
Office Ltd said: “We are 
committed to maintaining a 
post office service in Ely. The 
branch is currently run by a 
temporary postmaster and 
Post Office Ltd is advertising 
for a new postmaster that 
would be able to provide a 
permanent service to the lo¬ 
cal community."

‘I discovered my 
dad is Huntley’ 
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THE daughter of Soham 
murderer Ian Huntley has 
revealed that she found out 
he was her father whilst 
carrying out research for a 
school project. 

Samantha Bryan was in a 
citizenship class when she 
discovered her natural fa¬ 
ther was Huntley who was 
jailed for life for murdering 
10-year-olds Holly Wells and 
Jessica Chapman in 2002. 

Instructed to research 
“notorious crimes”, Miss 
Bryan, of Cleethorpes, Lin¬ 
colnshire, was given a list 
of names and found a pho¬ 
tograph of herself and her 
mother on Google in rela¬ 
tion to the murder, accord¬ 
ing to national newspaper 
reports. 

Miss Bryan was 4 years old 
at the time of the murder 
but never met her biological 
father.

According to the Mail on 
Sunday, her mother, Katie 
Bryan, met Huntley aged 15 
and left him while she was 
pregnant with Samantha, 
following abusive physi¬ 
cal attacks and rape. She 
then married Martin Bryan, 
whom Samantha calls “dad”. 

Now 18, Samantha, who 
was previously protected 
by anonymity granted by 
courts, gave the interview 
to prove “she is as different 
from Huntley as it is possi¬ 


ble to be”. 

Speaking to the Mail on 
Sunday, she said: “It was like 
being thumped in the chest. 
I began to shake, I couldn’t 
stop the tears. I try not to 
even say his name, as to do 
that is to acknowledge his 
existence. 

“I hate him. He’s never 
been my dad, he’s nothing 
more than a sperm donor. 
To know he is genetically 
connected to me sickens 
me. 

“I’m speaking out as I re¬ 
fuse to be ashamed for exist¬ 
ing, otherwise I’d become 
just another of his victims. 

“To acknowledge him as 
anything else would be to 
give him a power I will never 
let him hold over me.” 

Huntley was sentenced 
to life imprisonment in De¬ 
cember 2003. 

In 2005, High Court Judge 
Justice Moses ruled he 
should spend 40 years in 
prison before being consid¬ 
ered for parole.

Not angry, but 
disappointed 

I was born in 1959 in an NHS 
hospital in north London. My 
mother's family came to this country 
before the Second World War from 
Holland. 

They were Jewish and their 
acceptance into British society is the 
only reason I was born at all; the 
Nazis murdered my entire Dutch 
family, with the exception of three 
of my mother's cousins, at Bergen- 
Belsen and at Auschwitz-Birkenau 
between 1944 and 1945. 

My father came here in the 
1950s from Jamaica and worked 
as a teacher. Like so many others, 
he was encouraged by the British 
government to travel to Britain 
because this nation had lost so many 
people during the war years and 
needed the help of immigrants to 
rebuild her economy. 

And this is what my father helped 
to do, never taking benefits and 
always paying his taxes, in keeping 


with the honourable principles and 
roud self-sufficiency our families 
ave long treasured. 

Consistent with those beliefs, 
and horrified by Nazi aggression in 
Europe, my father's uncle had earlier 
volunteered from Jamaica to serve as 
a member of aircrew with the RAF. 

He flew as a navigator in Halifax 
bombers over Germany with 102 
Squadron, Bomber Command, also 
during 1944 and 1945. 

Flight Lieutenant John Blair, DFC, 
completed a full tour and remained 
with the RAF until 1963. 

The grandparents of many of my 
Polish friends also fought alongside 
you during that last terrible European 
war, helping to keep Britain safe from 
Nazi conquest. 

Polish airmen made up 10% of 
Fighter Command during the Battle 
of Britain. The Poles provided 20% 
of the ground forces operating in 
Western Europe. The Poles helped 
to clear Britain's skies of Luftwaffe 
bombers. The Poles helped to defend 
Tobruk. The Poles captured Monte 
Cassino. The Poles landed alongside 
your boys in Normandy and they 
jumped into Arnhem to reinforce the 
British paras. Meanwhile, another 
300,000 Poles fought the Nazis 
alongside the Soviet army, from 
Stalingrad to Berlin. 

Poland also raised the largest 
resistance movement in Europe. 

Were it not for Polish pluck and 
heroism, British voices would still 
be silenced; we would have had no 
vote last month. We would not be 
members of a democratic European 
Union, but of Europa, a different 
construct altogether. 

Now, when fewer and fewer British 
people are keen to fill jobs requiring 
real manual labour, when lying drunk 
or stoned in public parks seems to 
have become a vocation for a highly 
visible though small minority, Poles 
holding university degrees perform 
back-breaking tasks picking the 
vegetables and other produce that 
grace our tables. But for mud stained 
Eastern European hands, British 
stomachs would go empty. 

Until 23 June 2016, a day that will 
live in ignominy, which was followed 
by leafleting in nearby communities 


calling for all 'Polish vermin' to leave, 

I had lived my life believing that 
England was the most welcoming, 
the most liberal and the most decent 
country one could ever hope to find. 

I am not Polish, but still the 
referendum result felt like a kick 
in the teeth and a wake-up call for 
anyone with foreign blood in their 
veins. For the first time in my 56 years 
of being British, I felt like an outcast. 

I am not angry or outraged; I am 
disappointed. I had expected better. 

I had imagined that the world was 
moving towards unity, towards a 
day when we would finally come 
to understand that there is only one 
race, the human race; that no man 
is an island and that no man stands 
alone. 

Yet I remain hopeful. I am buoyed 
up by the warmth and friendliness 
our English contacts have continued 
to show us since the vote. I tell myself 
that the anti-immigrant part of the 
electorate is only a small fraction. 

I remind myself that there is no 
obvious Hitler in our midst. I try to 
convince myself that this is only a 
phase, that everything will return to 
normal, and that a time will come 
when I feel comfortable thinking of 
myself as British once more and that 
the nation that once ruled a third of 
the planet, and which still houses 
the fifth largest economy on that 
planet, will eventually come up with 
common-sense, grown-up solutions 
to such relatively simple problems 
as shortages of housing and school 
places; solutions that do not involve 
division, repatriation or the rejection 
of people eager to make their own 
contribution to this society. 

I hope that Britain will re-establish 
herself as a beacon for the world, an 
advertisement for freedom, tolerance 
and diversity, and that she will not 
diminish herself by becoming the 
touch-paper for a fire that could 
easily rage across Europe. 

I have taken as my new mantra 
that oh so British refrain, 'We need 
one another, So I will defend, Each 
man as my brother, Each man as my 
friend.'

Woman denies 
£100k GP theft 


A WOMAN is accused of 
abusing her colleagues’ trust 
by dishonestly taking about

significant sums of money 
while working as a manag¬ 
ing partner at St George’s 
Medical Practice in Little- 
port.

“loan” to herself.

Road, Littleport, appeared 
at Cambridge Crown Court

on Monday. She is charged 
with three counts of theft. 

It is alleged that, between 
April 2007 and March 2008, 
she stole £28,511 from the 
other partners there. 

Between April 2008 and 
March 2009, it is alleged she 
took £61,545 that she was 
not entitled to and, between 
April 2010 and November 
2010, it is alleged she took a 
further £27,775. 

Bartram pleaded not 
guilty to all three charges. 

Prosecuting, Duncan 
O’Donnell said: “Over a 
number of years, while she 


was in charge of the financ¬ 
es of the St George Medical 
Practice up in Littleport, 
Mrs Bartram dishonestly 
diverted some £100,000 to 
herself. She pretended she 
was giving herself loans. She 
did it without the doctors’ 
consent or even knowledge.” 

The court heard Bartram 
was in charge of all the prac¬ 
tice’s funds, even down to 
the petty cash. 

Mr O’Donnell said the 
doctors there had known 
Bartram for years and that 
they “trusted her implicitly”. 
Often, the court heard, the 
doctors would sign off on 
accounts without checking 
the details first. 

The trial continues.

Clinic reaches 
out with music 


PEOPLE with dementia, au¬ 
tism or mental health issues 
can get support from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Music for the 
first time with the opening 
of a new clinic. 

Cambridgeshire Music 
operates one of the largest 
teams of music therapists 
in the country and since 
its establishment in 1995, 
the team has gone from 
strength to strength with 
music therapists working 
with individuals, as well as 
in special schools, main¬ 
stream schools, units at¬ 
tached to schools, clinics 
and children’s centres across 
Cambridgeshire. 

Now a new clinic has 
opened in Huntingdon with 
the aim of reaching out to 
more adults in the county 
- particularly in the Ely and 
Soham area. 

Orla Casey, head of music 
therapy at Cambridgeshire 
Music said while they had a 
clinic at Anglia Ruskin Uni¬ 
versity (ARU) in Cambridge 
one day a week, they noticed

that there was a real gap in 
provision in areas north of 
Cambridge. 

She said: “What we no¬ 
ticed is a need for out of 
school hours and we’ve 
started to do the adult men¬ 
tal health work. 

“While people in Soham 
and Ely may be interested 
to go to the clinic at ARU, 
it takes up a whole morn¬ 
ing for them and sometimes 
they don’t have transport. 

“Our clinic will give even 
more people access to this 
special therapy, which can 
open up channels of com¬ 
munication when verbal 
skills are limited, and really 
improve emotional and psy¬ 
chological wellbeing. 

“And you don’t have to 
know how to play an instru¬ 
ment to do it. They may have 
gaps in communication, in 
social skills in emotional 
skills which prevent them 
getting engaged to the best 


of their ability in school. 

“If someone can’t sit in 
a room or can’t communi¬ 
cate it’s very hard for them 
to access learning. We go in 
at that stage before hand to 
support them so they get 
the most they can out of 
school.” 

Cambridgeshire Music 
is part of Cambridgeshire 
County Council which, as 
well as music therapy, pro¬ 
vides schools and individu¬ 
als with music tuition, or¬ 
ganises county orchestras 
and ensembles, and sup¬ 
ports schools in developing 
music in their curriculum. 

Music therapy is par¬ 
ticularly effective for peo¬ 
ple with autism, dementia, 
mental health issues or rela¬ 
tionship difficulties.

Have your say on 


devolution plans 


RESIDENTS in the Ely area are being 
urged to share their views on the cre¬ 
ation of a combined authority and 
directly elected mayor for the area as 
part of a new devolution deal. 

A public consultation was 
launched on Friday and is running 
until Tuesday, August 23. 

Seven councils, including East 
Cambridgeshire District Council - 
and the Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship - have joined forces to ask Gov¬ 
ernment for some powers, responsi¬ 
bilities and funding to be transferred 
from Central Government to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough. 

This means a greater number of 
decisions on public services would 
be made locally, rather than nation¬ 
ally. 

In the past few weeks, councils 
have voted to put a Cambridgeshire

and Peterborough devolution deal 
out to public consultation. 

Councillors want to hear what the 
public thinks about putting powers 
and funding, normally decided by 
Central Government, into the hands 
of local people. 

In the new deal local people could 
have control over a new £600 million 
fund (£20million annual fund) to im¬ 
prove transport and infrastructure as 
well as £170 million for housing. 

The councils believe that a devolu¬ 
tion deal for Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough would be an opportunity 
to boost jobs, transport and afford¬ 
able homes across the county. 

It is proposed to form a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough Com¬ 
bined Authority chaired by a Directly 


Elected Mayor - a role local business¬ 
man Peter Dawe has confirmed he 
would stand for if it is introduced. 

The deal could bring about nu¬ 
merous benefits for the area, in¬ 
cluding transport infrastructure im¬ 
provements such as the A14/A142 
junction and upgrades to the A10; 
rail improvements, including a new 
station at Soham; and integrating lo¬ 
cal health and social care resources 
to provide better outcomes for resi¬ 
dents. 

Once the public consultation con¬ 
cludes, responses will be reviewed 
and each council will then have to 
formally agree the deal later this year. 

This means the Government could 
give final approval to a deal before 
the end of the year.

AN education consultant has re¬ 
turned to Cambodia to see the pro¬ 
gress being made on a new commu¬ 
nity centre project he is supporting. 

Peter Harris, from Ely, has sup¬ 
ported the work of the Centre for 
Children’s Happiness (CCH) in 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian capi¬ 
tal, for the past nine years. 

The centre gives a home and ed¬ 
ucation to children who live on or 
near the ‘smoking mountain’ - the 
city’s notorious rubbish dumps. 

Currently, just over 80 children 
live in the homes and a further 70 
from impoverished families nearby 
go to CCH for an education. 

Two months ago, Peter launched 
an appeal to raise £15,000 for the 
CCH and during a week’s visit to 
Cambodia recently, he presented 
£2,750 to CCH’s director, Mech 
Sokha. 

The CCH is currently building a 
new community centre on the edge 
of the district of Chung EK where 
the rubbish dumps are sited and 
will now be able to teach a further 


30 children who live on, or near, the 
dumps. 

Work should be completed next 
month. 

Peter said: “I travel all over the 
world and am often in Asia, but no¬ 
where has touched my heart quite 
like CCH which houses, nurtures, 
feeds, clothes and educates the 


‘dumpsters’. 

“I am so grateful for the gener¬ 
osity people have shown in only a 
few weeks and this first tranche of 
money will go towards the cost of 
providing a teacher at the commu¬ 
nity centre for one year, covering 
Khmer, mathematics, English and 
computing. 


“The children will also be able to 
join in arts and skills clubs.” 

Peter has also paid for the com¬ 
munity centre’s water and electric¬ 
ity costs for one year and covered 
the cost of teaching materials him¬ 
self.

ADVENTUROUS students are 
swapping the flats of Soham for the 
forests of Cambodia and Laos. 

A group of 10 Soham Village Col¬ 
lege pupils set off on a 21-day trip of 
a lifetime yesterday. 

The expedition will involve a 
community project in Dong Natad 
- a sacred, semi-evergreen forest 
15km from Savannakhet. 

The forest is under serious threat 
from illegal logging and many spe¬ 
cies are now endangered due to 
habitat loss and poaching. 

The Government has launched a 
conservation programme through 
the local ‘eco-guide unit’ in Savan¬ 
nakhet, which aims to encourage 
the reintroduction of key species 
and also support locals in a new 
eco-tourism venture. 

Tansoum was selected in early 
2013 as the most appropriate site 
to establish a Crocodile Conserva¬ 
tion Centre with the aim of over¬ 
seeing the re-introduction of na¬ 
tive Siamese crocodiles - and it is 


this village that the students will be 
supporting. They will be carrying 
out basic construction and main¬ 
tenance work on the local primary 
school and will also be involved in 
teaching English to the locals. 

Bessie Owen, Head of Year 11 and 
one of the trip leaders, said: “I am 
a real advocate of broadening hori¬ 
zons. It is fantastic that the students 
have been given this opportunity 


to experience another culture and 
help support a developing commu¬ 
nity.”

E XPORTS from Cambridgeshire 
companies exceeded £47 
million in June 2016 - almost 
double the value of the same month 
the previous year. 

The annual increase of over 
£23m is in part down to companies 
increasing their presence in the 
Chinese market - some £19m of the 
£47m total was destined for China, 
up £18.2m based on the same 
time last year due to four separate 
shipments valued at between £2.1 m 
and £5.7m each. 

Figures show that in the last 
month Turkey's market was worth 
£8.5m and Egypt was also worth 
£5.4m.

//A NYONE who says dogs don't smile 
hasn't met Parsley/' says Simon 

/ mEdwards, reaching down to pat his 
fluffy golden retriever. On cue, Parsley breaks 
into a wide grin. 

Not convinced? Then head to Haverhill town 
centre, where you'll often spot the happy pooch 
with Simon - a big, jolly chap who's always 
ready with a smile and a joke himself - as 
they fundraise for Guide Dogs, the charity that 
brought them together. 

But not so long ago the 42-year-old had very 
little to joke about. After losing the sight in his 
left eye in 2010, and almost all of the sight in 
his right eye two years later, he was diagnosed 
with depression, anxiety and post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

With his confidence in tatters, Simon rarely 
left the house he shares with his wife, Allison, 
and began to harbour suicidal thoughts. 

But qualifying for a guide dog has changed 
everything for the 42-year-old. "Parsley has 
transformed my life," he says. 

"He's given me my independence, he's given 
me my confidence, he's given me a purpose in 
life. I can't believe the difference he's made." 

Simon's problems began when he was injured 
in an accident at work, which he can't talk 
about for legal reasons. 

"I was OK to start with, but my left eye was 
really red and sore. Then about two or three 
days later I noticed my vision was slightly blurry, 
and a couple of weeks later it was like an 
eclipse had moved across my eye. That was the 
retina peeling away." 

Simon was told he'd need surgery to have it 
repaired, but wasn't too concerned. "I'm one 
of these people that just gets on with things," 
he shrugs. "I just file it in my 'junk trunk' at the 
back of my head and don't worry about it." 

The operation went well, but a couple of 
weeks later he noticed the familiar dark shadow 
coming across his vision. 

The retina had detached again, and another 
operation was needed, this time involving 
sewing a nylon buckle around his eye to hold 
everything in place. "That was really painful, 
and I had to lie on my stomach for a week, not 
moving, with my head in a frame. It drives you 
absolutely bonkers . . ." 

With the repeated surgeries, Simon sadly 
developed glaucoma, "and now I can't see 
anything at all in that eye. It's just like a grey 
fog; no light perception or anything." 

Worse was yet to come: when Simon 
returned to work, almost exactly the same 
accident happened again. "Suddenly something 
flipped in my head and I just exploded," 
he recalls. " I went absolutely mad and 
punched the living hell out of a pallet. I was so 
emotional: I was crying, I couldn't speak. It was 
totally out of character - and really frightening." 

Sent to the doctor, Simon was diagnosed with 
depression, anxiety and post-traumatic stress 
disorder, "so filing it all in my 'junk trunk' wasn't 
doing me any good. I was obviously bottling it 
up, and it was quite a shock to think 'Oh my 
god, I need some help here'." 

He was signed off work, "and I haven't been 
back since. That was really, really hard, but I'd 
lost all confidence in myself. I wasn't confident 
in going out, because I was literally just 
bouncing off things because I couldn't judge the 
widths. I was always falling over, or smacking 
my shoulders. 

"Then two years later, in my right eye I 
noticed the eclipse coming in, and I thought 
'Uh-oh, this is really not good'." 

It transpired that his right eye had been over¬ 
compensating for the left, causing the retina to 
detach. More surgery followed, but additional 


problems have left Simon with only a tiny 
amount of sight in that eye. 

"The biggest part of losing your vision is the 
mental health side of it," he says. "I can cope 
with the physical stuff, but with depression, 
out of nowhere you can wake up so low for no 
reason. 

"I hardly went out, and I was having suicidal 
thoughts constantly running through my head. I 
just thought 'I don't want to be here'. I couldn't 
do anything. I wasn't an asset to the human 
race. I was a drain on society." 

Although he became adept at using a white 
cane, one day someone at Addenbrooke's 
suggested that Simon would be a prime 
candidate for a guide dog. "I said 'Don't be 
daft, there's people out there more desperate 
than me that need a guide dog.' She goes 
'Simon, you can't see!' 

"So me and Allison had a talk about it and I 
said 'What shall we do?' Because by then we'd 
got Milo." 

An adorable fox red Labrador, Milo is the 
other dog in the Edwards house ("We call them 
our furry kids"), and arrived as a puppy after 
Woody, their rescue dog, sadly died of cancer 
in 2013. 

"Woody was my buddy," says Simon, pulling 
up his sleeve to reveal a large tattoo of a 
handsome chocolate Labrador. "He knew when 
I was down, and he knew how to pick me up. 
He got me through a heck of a lot, so when we 
lost him that hit me really hard. We got Milo 
because the house just felt empty." 

Reassured that it would be fine to have 
a guide dog as well as his much-loved pet, 
Simon had a couple of initial meetings and 
assessments. 

One in particular sticks in his mind: "The 
mobility instructor wanted to see how I coped 
with a harness, and we actually went down the 
High Street in Haverhill with her in a harness, 


pretending to be a dog. 

"Now you can imagine a bloke my size, and 
a woman on the front, and I'm saying 'Walk 
forward! Good girl! Stay!' A bloke stopped me 
and said 'Excuse me, mate, some people would 
pay money for that!"' 

Happily Simon was approved, but told that it 
could be up to 18 months before a dog became 
available. 

Less than three months later he was in for 
a surprise: Guide Dogs had a dog that they 
thought would suit him. And so, in February last 
year, Simon had his initial matching visit with 
Parsley. 

"I remember that day as clear as anything. I 
could see him pretty well, and it was just like 
'Oh my god, you're a big fluffy thing!' He was 
just sitting there, and as you can see he's got 
the dopiest grin, and I said 'You could change 
my life, mate'. And it sent a shiver down my 
spine. It was just one of those moments where it 
dawns on you what's about to happen." 

Simon and Parsley went on a short harness 
walk together, then Andrew, the mobility 
instructor, said he was going to put Parsley back 
in the car. 

"And I thought 'Oh, maybe we haven't done 
as well as I thought'. I was heartbroken. And 
then he said 'Can you go and get Milo?"' 

They let the dogs have a run around in the 
fields, "and they got on like a house on fire; it 
was absolutely brilliant. Then Andrew said 'Well 
Simon, would you like Parsley to be your guide 
dog?' And I just remember welling up, and I 
said 'Come here, you big fuzzy bucket!' 

"My wife just glowed. It was amazing. 

Because it wasn't 'I've got a dog', it was 'Wow, 
I'm going to be able to get out and do things at 
last'." 

Soon after, the pair were sent to train in 
Norwich - a city that neither Parsley nor Simon 
knew, "so you build your bond up really fast. 


And from the first day he's never left my side. 

"We went into a chemist, because I forgot 
to pack my deodorant; I got the deodorant, 
and as I walked out of the shop I just bawled. 
Andrew said 'What's wrong?' And I said 'You've 
got no idea what's just hit me. That's the first 
time in three-and-a-half years that I've actually 
done something on my own, for myself, without 
relying on anybody else'. 

"That was the moment that has driven 
me on ever since. Because my life now 
revolves around fundraising, education and 
volunteering, all for Guide Dogs, to give 
somebody else that exact feeling. Because that 
was the best feeling I've ever had." 

Simon's life has truly been transformed. He's 
completed a speaker training course "and we 
now go into schools and do talks about guide 
dogs, about trust, and do motivational speeches. 

"We went down to the House of Commons 
a couple of months ago for an access all areas 
campaign, because lots of taxi drivers are still 
refusing guide dogs; and due to our visit, we've 
actually got a private bill going through." 

He fundraises too, "and Parsley and me are 
getting quite well known. All the kids are like 
'There's Parsley!' and I can hear them saying to 
their mums 'We're not allowed to touch him,

because he's in his harness'. 

"That's one of the things we teach the kids, 
because the parents, nine times out of 10, will 
come up and fuss him, and it's like no! 

"Because he will stop, and when he stops to 
me that's danger. It's like me going up to you 
and grabbing your steering wheel while you're 
driving." 

Life isn't entirely rosy for Simon. "I'm still on 
the tablets," he says. "Depression is a horrible 
thing, it's not like anything triggers it: you can 
be happy one minute and down on the floor 
the next, and you really have to battle it. 

"Some days I just don't want to get out of 
bed, but now I think 'Right, I've got to go and 
do something positive'. I've got several people 
I go and visit who are having eye surgery, and 
they're really nervous, so I spend hours talking 
to them." 

He's even contemplating training to be a 
counsellor - and it's all, he says, thanks to 
Parsley. 

"My calendar is just full of Guide Dogs 
events," he says. "Whereas once I wouldn't go 
out at all, I'm constantly on the go now. 

"He's given me opportunities I would never 
ever have expected. 

"He's given me a chance to educate people, 
and we've met some really nice people who 
are struggling - and I'm just so determined to 
help people out, now. My driving goal is to give 
everyone that feeling I had when I walked out 
of that shop. 

"And it's given my wife her freedom back, 
because she's not now worried about me," he 
adds with a laugh. 

"Whereas beforehand she used to phone me 
up all the time and say 'Are you OK?', now she 
rings up and says 'Where are you?!"'
